Aloxander,, succcaslve comman- 
der; In Burma when the Allied 
armies were being forced to re- 
treat by vustly superior enemy 
strength, 

Nowhere In the dlapatches does 
any one of, the Genernis make 
excuses for the Allied defeat 
which hag already been = aoplly 
summarized’ by the American 
Gencral Joseph Stilwell's down- 
right verdict: “We took ono hell 
of o Icking,” although Genernt 
Alexander @nphasizes ‘that “any 
idea that the Army In Burma was 
driven back by Inferlor numbers 
fs entirely incorrect.” 

General Wavell again reviews 
the — unfortunate circumstances 
which resulted In Burma being 
transferred three tlmes from one 
command to another, 

“The War Office wos too far 
nawny and too occupied with other 
mutters to concern itself with, cr 
even to understand, the needs of 
Burma, to which Indin would 
have given sympathetic  consi- 
deration as part of her own de- 
fenle problem," he records, add-~ 
Ing that ft had long been appar- 
ent to him It was quite, impossi- 
ble for Burma's requirements to 
be met In Ume from the United 
Kingdom, 


Cardinal Error 


“The cardinal mistake wag the 
placing of Burma in the Far East 
Command instead of ‘under In- 
dia." he declares, claiming that 
recommendations to this effect 
had repeatedly been’ made by 
himself and several successive 
Commanders-InChief {[n India, 
Including hls predecessor Gen Sir 
Claude. AuchinIcck, 

Thelr recommendations were not 
accepted by the War Office,’ ap- 
parently through political consi- 
gerations, even when the Japan- | 
ese had gecupled Indo-China and 
brought danger to Burma much 
closer. Later, the fall of. Singa- 
Pore convinced the War Office the 
change of command was justified, 
when It was tog late, 

Gen, Wavell said he Was great- 
ly concerned by the extent of 
unpreparedness in .Burma's de- 
fence when he took over the 
command, 

“So dangerous to India did I 
consider the situation to be, I in- 
sIsted the dispatch to Burma. of 
an additional Indian Infantry 
Brigade. and battery and. arrang- 
for ao sentor administrative 
staf! officer to visit Burma and 
ascertain their’ mest pressing 


needs,” he records In his official 
dispatch,

“Unlikely” 


Thus it was that Burma's re- 
quirements continued to be plac- 
ed lew on the War Office priority 
lst despite Wavell's . insistence 
that more attention should be pal 
to deficiencics _in Burma’s.: de- 
fences,

“The Generalissimo mnde it 
perfectly clear that it was a con- 
dition of his offer that a separate 
line of communications shculd be 
available for his troops'and that 
they should not in pny «way be 
mixed up with British troops. . 
But it was impossible at tho time, 
The Chinese who had no adminis: 
tratlve services cf their own 
would heave complicated the al- 
ready' dificult administrative 
problem in. Burma. These were 
the reasons for my qualified ac- 
ceptance of the Generalissimo's 
offer, It should be noted, that a 
Chinese “A: iy” was the equiva- 
lent In numbers of a British divi- 
sion, but with much lower scale 
cf equipment.,...I am quite satis- 
fied my decisicn wis justified by 
the miliary situation as it appear- 
ced to me at the time. Nor had 
I any reuson- to Know that the 
Chinese uttached great political 
importance to acceptance of the 
offer,...From subsequent experi- 
ence cf the slowness of the 
Chinese troups moves, I think that 
even if I had accepted the whole 
of the Fifth and Sixth armics at 
once, they would actually have 
reached Burma very little, if any, 
sooner,than they eventually did," 
Wavell® contends, 

As things have turned out, 
however, he admity it would have 
saved much criticism in China 
and the United States .had he 
accepted the Gencralisaime’ s offer 
wholeheartedly, and at once... _ 

“1 do not, howover, think it 
weuld have made any difference 
in the end, to the defence of 
Burma,” Wavell records, 


- Fifth Column 


On Internal affairs in Burma at 
the time, Wavell observes; ‘The 
‘#nportance of fifth column has 
been exaggerated, the number of 
rebels who took arms against us 
or assisted the enemy wag prob- 
ably smail._But the moral effect 
on the soldier that o proportion 
of- the- population - was - potentially 
hostile and treacherous. was con- 
siderable,” 


Lt. Gen, T. J. Hutton prefaces ;

“In fact they had all the ad- 
vantagcs which accrue from hav- 
ing a plan and from preparations 
made over a jong period in time 
of peace,” he records, 

However, Alexander pays tri- 
bule to-some sections of the 
Burma p:pulation particularly the 
Burma Army Signals which had 
a large proportion of Kareny and 
some Burmese personnel, which 
“did magnificent work and was 
completely reliable." 

“The inadequacy of defence 
preparations in ‘Burma were tho 
chicf causo of our, Gefeat..... 
Owing to cur ‘fallure to reinforce

1, easy to Bee that even one more 
infantry brigade received early in 
January would have sufficed to
